TAKE NOTICE AND BE WARNED that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Wentworth, New Hampshire, will be held at the Wentworth Town Hall, in Wentworth, 
on Tuesday, March 12, 1996, at 11:00 a.m. to act upon the following subjects: 


The polls will open at 11 a.m. and close at 7 p.m. to vote on Articles 1, 2 and 3 (the 
election of Town Officers, Flood Plain Ordinance amendment, and adoption of the Dog 
Control Law). All other articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon beginning at 
7 p.m) 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


2. (To vote by Official Ballot) To see if the Town will vote to amend the Wentworth 
Flood Plain Ordinance, as proposed by the Planning Board. 


The official copy of the amendment is on file and available to the public at the Office 
of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. The following 
question will be on the Official Ballot: 


“Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Wentworth Flood Plain Ordinance, as follows: 


The addition of more specific provisions with regard to the issuance of a variance will 
comply with State and Federal requirements. This amendment was mandated by the New 
Hampshire Office of State Planning.” 


(Comment: This amendment will define the duties of an applicant for a variance to the 
Flood Plain Ordinance, as well as an appeal procedure for the applicant in the event the 
variance is not granted. The adoption of the amendment will satisfy the requirements of 
The State of New Hampshire and the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA). 
The adoption of this amendment is necessary in order to continue flood plain insurance 
coverage in Wentworth.) 


3. (To vote by Official Ballot) To see if the Town will vote to adopt the State Dog 
Control Law as contained in RSA 466:320-a. The following question is on the Official 
Ballot: 


“Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 466-30-A which makes it unlawful for an 
owner of any dog licensed to allow said dog to run at large, except when accompanied by 
the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, supervised by competition and 
exhibition or training for such.” 


A copy of the State statute, RSA 466-30-a, is on file and available to the public at the 
Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting. 
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4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $149,346 for the purchase of 
a new fire truck, and to authorize the withdrawal of $26,000 from the Fire Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund, and to authorize the Selectmen to borrow the remaining amount 
under the Municipal Finance Act under such terms and conditions as they deem to be in 
the best interests of the Town, and to authorize the Selectmen to sign all documents and 
take all action as may be necessary to carry out the purpose of this vote. 


(State law requires that voting on this Article must be by printed ballot. After the 
close of discussion, the polls must be open for at least one hour. Borrowing money 
requires a two-thirds majority vote of approval of those present and voting.)

5. To see what sum of money the Town will raise and appropriate to defray Town 
charges for the ensuing year. 


6. To receive reports from the Selectmen, Clerk, Treasurer, Auditors, Tax Collector 
and other Town Officers and to vote on any motion relating to these reports. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to establish the Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund for 
the purpose of contributing to the purchase of a new ambulance for the 
Warren/Wentworth FAST Squad, and to appropriate the sum of $1,000 to be paid into 
this new Fund, and further, to designate the Board of Selectmen as agents of the town to 
expend money from this Fund without further vote of the Town Meeting but only for the 
purpose of purchasing an ambulance.

(Comment:) The part underlined is optional and for the purpose described.) 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $13,100 for the 
purpose of Town bridge repair. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $32,500 for the purchase of 
the so-called Potter property. The property will be used to provide Town office space, a 
site for the relocated B&M Railroad station, and an expansion of Riverside Park. All of 
the funds will come from the General Revenue surplus. 


(Action on this article will authorize the Selectmen to use funds from existing General 
Revenue surplus funds for the land purchase and will neither increase or decrease the 
1996 tax rate.) 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 for 
improvements to the Potter house and for costs associated with conversion to Town 
Offices. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 to clear, 
repair and repave Red Oak Hill Road. 


12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appropriate for Town 
highways and bridges for the ensuing year (summer and winter).

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000 to be placed in the 
Highway Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for snow removal and/or road equipment.

(Action on this article requires a vote of two-thirds of the voters present and voting.)

17. To see if the Town will vote to withdraw $4,100 from the Emergency 
Communications Capital Reserve Fund for the purchases of Town Road signs and posts 
to comply with the requirements of NH Enhanced 911 emergency response 
communications network, and further, to designate the Board of Selectmen as agents of 
the Town to expend money from this fund without further vote of Town Meeting but 
only for the purposes of paying for the road signs and posts. 


18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,053 for the 
Warren/Wentworth FAST Squad for operating expenses. 


19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to placed 
in the Town Maintenance Building Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of erecting a 
Town Maintenance Building to house Town equipment.

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23. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
hauling and disposing of solid waste from the Town transfer facility. 


24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $5,000 to be placed in the 
Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund towards purchasing a new fire truck.

25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,335 for the Parks and 
Recreation Commission for the maintenance of parks, including the Common and

28. To see of the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000 to be placed in the 
Police Cruiser Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of acquiring a police cruiser.

33. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $15,000 to be placed in the 
Reappraisal Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of conducting a complete and 
comprehensive assessment of all property values in Wentworth.

37. (By Petition) ’Shall the Town of Wentworth raise a sum of $500 to be used to 
help promote and fund two Old Home Town Band Summer Concerts to be held in 
Wentworth?” 


(Note: One performance by the Baker Valley Band and the other by the “Sons of 
Sousa” Band in the Town of Wentworth as directed by Bill Sharp.) 


38. (By Petition) “Shall the Town of Wentworth raise the sum of $450 to help 
promote and fund a 1776 Colonial Re-enactment in Wentworth with Musket, Black 
Powder Cannon, Fifes and Drums, and Bagpipes?” 


(Note: This event, organized by Bill Sharp, will be in the Summer of 1996 like the 
June 29th “Battle of Fairlee” at Fairlee, VT with net profits to go toward the Wentworth 
Bandstand Project.) 


39. To see if the Town wishes to amend the existing agreement under Section 218 of 
the Social Security Act by excluding the services performed by election workers for a 
calendar year in which the remuneration paid for such service is less than $1,000. 


40. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to accept the 
provision of RSA 31:19 providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an 
article authorizing indefinitely, until specific rescission of such authority, on behalf of 
the Town, gifts, legacies, and devises made to the Town in trust for any public purposes, 
as permitted by RSA 31:19. 


41. By Referendum the Town of Wentworth hereby directs the Board of Selectmen to 
resist by any legal means necessary, the taking of the Whiteneck property by the State of 
New Hampshire or its agents. 


42. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT FOR 1996 


1995 was a year of change in Wentworth. As the Selectmen and Road Advisory 
Board continue to find ways to repair or replace critical infrastructure within the Town 
new opportunities, as well as needs surface. 


During the year projects completed include the opening of the new Rowentown 
bridge, the replacement of the Ellsworth Hill bridge, the repair and opening of the 
Cheever Road, and a large portion of the repaving project was completed. All projects 
came in on time, and within budget. We would like to thank everyone involved for a job 
well done. 


On a more negative note, the Town sustained substantial damage to many roads in the 
South Wentworth area during the Fall due to heavy rains and runoff. The Road Agent 
was in a “patch up” mode for the better part of 4 weeks, and got behind on routine 
maintenance and other important items. Local contractors were called in to help, but the 
net result was that the Board had to approve an over expenditure of the Highways Budget 
in the amount of $2,338 to open the access to 2 miles of highway. These roads in some 
cases have been repaired 4 and 5 times. The Board was successful in petitioning FEMA 
(The Federal Emergency Management Agency) for funds to completely reconstruct the 
worst of these roads including Frescoln and the Rowentown road. This project will be 
undertaken during the 1996 fiscal year. This time, adequate culverts or bridges and a 
good base of material will be used to assure adequate drainage to handle future heavy 
runoff. It makes financial sense to do it right. We do not anticipate the request for 
additional funds from the Town to complete this critical project. 


Another road in need is Red Oak Hill road. The most cost effective way to repair it is 
to remove the surface, lay down a good base of gravel and repave it. A Warrant Article 
has been submitted for this project for your consideration. 


This year the Board is requesting your permission to purchase the Potter property 
across the street from the Town Hall. Monies for this purchase will be withdrawn from 
excess surplus revenues so the Tax Rate will not be affected. Anyone visiting our office 
or the Tax Collector’s office has to climb 2 flights of stairs to conduct business. This puts 
us in violation of the ADA (Americans with Disabilities Act) but as importantly, it is a 
great inconvenience to our senior citizens. Additional parking will be very useful during 
Elections and the Annual Meeting. The lot will also be used to relocate the historic B&M 
railroad station and expand Riverside Park. With your permission, surplus revenues 
currently held will fully fund the purchase costs. Private contributions will be raised to 
fund the B&M relocation. If you wish to contribute to that effort contact the Friends of 
the Depot for more information on how you can help. 


For the second year, a Bond Issue for a new fire truck will be included in the Warrant 
for your approval. The Board is including this to avoid the loss of accreditation from the 
fire insurance underwriters. The loss of this accreditation will increase your residential 
and commercial insurance premiums substantially. The question remains, do we want to 
invest our incomes in increased taxes for a fire truck, or spend additional private monies 
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on higher insurance premiums? Neither is an attractive choice, but they are unavoidable 
ones. 


The Board looks forward to the challenges and opportunities of the coming year with 
optimism, and with the determination to get the job done. With your support, the Town 
Officers and Staff have been successful in bringing much needed improvements to many 
aspects of Town services while continuing to control costs and avoid tax rate increases. 
The Selectmen will continue to support these efforts and will seek to guide them in the 
most cost effective and efficient manner possible.

WENTWORTH VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1995 REPORT 


The department responded to 44 emergency calls in 1995, an increase of almost 50 
percent over 1994. Thankfully, there was only one major structure fire in town, the 
Mahoney barn, and with mutual aid assistance from Warren, Rumney and Plymouth, we 
were able to prevent serious damage to the houses on either side even through our main 
pumper was out-of-service for repairs. The heavy fall rains prompted the opening of the 
fire station as the town’s Emergency Operations Center under the Federal Emergency © 
Management Agency and local director, Deputy Chief Jeffrey Ames on one occasion. 
Opening the Center allows the town to apply for FEMA funds to repair flood damage. 
We have continued our training schedule, both in-house, and in conjunction with the 
State Fire Academy and the Plymouth Fire Department. Over the summer, we once again 
provided emergency coverage at Norway Pines race track. In October, we conducted our 
annual fire safety program at the elementary school. This Christmas we participated in 
the “Operation Santa Claus” program, delivering gifts to needy families here in town, 
and of course, we hosted the annual tree lighting. 


Our public thanks to the Rumney fire department which loaned us a truck for over a 
week following the Mahoney fire while our engine was in the shop. 


These calls, together with regular meetings and maintenance work on the building and 
vehicles account for over 1,068 man-hours logged by the 10 volunteer firefighters on the 
roster. In addition, Chief Ames and other members have spent a great many hours on fire 
inspections, investigations, and office work that appear on no time sheet. This is an 
ENTIRELY volunteer effort: Wentworth is one of the few towns in the state that still 
operates in this fashion. We’re glad to be able to serve the community in this way, and if 
any able-bodied men or women have some time to spare, we’ll be glad to welcome you 
aboard. 


We’re also glad to announce the formation of a Women’s Auxiliary to the department 
this year. The ladies’ first official act was to provide refreshments at the tree lighting. 
Their assistance at emergency scenes will be keenly appreciated by all the firefighters. 


Improvements made this year include completing the installation of insulated doors to 
the fire station. These doors also operate electronically, saving precious minutes of 
response time and increasing safety. Most of the rest of our maintenance budget has been 
spent to keep our main pumper operational. ISO pump tests were conducted this fall and 
repairs made. Our main concerns are now the engine and drive train and body of the 
truck, and the condition of the other two vehicles. In 1996 both pumpers will be tested 
and additional work will be done on the mini-pumper. 


The statewide 9-1-1 system is now operational. This year we are planning to have the 
street and lot numbering system in place so as to achieve maximum efficiency. Property 


owners will be contacted once we have the maps and signs from the State. 


Once again this year, the major issue before the voters is the warrant article for a new 
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engine. As predicted, some taxpayers have received rate increases and insurance bills 
marked “UNPROTECTED” because the town does not have a certified Class A pumper 
and more such bills are likely this year. At $149,346.00, this is not a small appropriation, 
but it will be more than offset by the savings on homeowners’ and business insurance 
coverage. 


Thirty-one (31) manufacturers and their New England representatives were contacted 
this year with detailed bid forms. Again this year, Central States was the bid chosen. In 
fact, Central was the ONLY company to submit a bid. All the other companies which 
responded refused to bid. We were pleasantly surprised to find that the total cost 
increased only about $5,000 over last year. We hope you will see the wisdom and benefit 
of voting in favor of this article.

1995 WENTWORTH POLICE REPORT 


In looking back at the year 1995 we need to focus our attention on the 
accomplishments of the Department and what impact it has made on the town’s public 
safety. We should not lose sight of further advancements that need to take place in the 
future. 


At the beginning of 1995 I had made a list of goals that I wanted to see happen over 
the year. The first thing was the implementation of a Department Policies & Procedures 
manual to standardize and establish rules of professionalism and safety within the 
Wentworth Police Department. Second was the elimination of the communications 
problem that has plagued the department for a number of years. The third was to 
establish more contact with the town’s youth through DARE classes and educate them of 
alternatives to drugs and violence. 


In March of 1995 the Policies & Procedures manual was put into effect dealing with 
such matters as codes of conduct and response procedures. Many other items were 
covered. This manual was supported by the board of Selectmen. . 


As of January 1, 1996 the Wentworth Police Dept. officially became a subscriber with 
the Grafton County Sheriffs Department Dispatch center. This will provide the town with 
a 24 hour (Emergency & Non-Emergency) Police Dispatch service. This service also 
provides the Police Department with license and criminal information through the 
National Crime Information Center as well as other related services. The Wentworth 
Police Phone number is 764-5911. Your call will not go unanswered! This number does 
_ not take the place of 911 but it is a direct phone number for the police department. 


With the assistance of the School Principal Weisberger, funding was located to assist 
in a DARE program for the Elementary School. Due to a shortfall of Certified DARE 
instructors available this could not happen this year. We hope to rectify this situation in 
1996. 


Our patrol vehicle is approaching eight years old and has exceeded one hundred 
thousand miles. This vehicle which was initially intended to provide two years of service 
has now five years of dedicated service. We anticipate that we will be seeking a 
replacement in 1997. 


1995 saw a wide variety of calls for service, ranging from questions of animal cruelty 
to a Felonious Sexual Assault of a minor. We saw a suspected arson incident and dealt 
with a severe flooding situation that trapped a dozen families in their homes. A 
bloodhound was even brought in to aid in the search of a missing child. 


As we look towards 1996 we need to direct our attention to establishing a pro-active 
police department that deters crime rather than reacts to it after it has occurred. I feel this 
can best be combated by officer presence and high visibility. A number of accidents 
occurred last year and were results of high speed or impairment of the vehicle’s 
operators. Not all of these accidents happened on the main highway. They also occurred 
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on the small country roads such as the Turner Road where one particular accident 
resulted in several serious injuries. I believe that patrolling the back roads is just as 
important as the main roads. 


Small towns such as ours are where people come to live, relax and feel comfortable. 
They are also where people with criminal tendencies look to live and exist unnoticed. We 
need to establish Policies and Ordinances dealing with such things as dogs, excessive 
noise and parking. The state has laws that cover some but not all issues and need to be 
addressed on the local level. This will improve our quality of life yet make the Town of 
Wentworth an even better, safer place to live. Remember, the new phone number 764- 
5911.

Librarian’s Report

Library hours will change in early January, 1996. Our new hours will be Tuesday 6-8 
p.m., Wednesday 4-6 p.m., Thursday 4-8 p.m. and Saturday 10:00 a.m. - 12:00 noon. 
The Librarian is Donna Herlihy and the Assistant Librarian is Sharon Sanborn. 


Our collection includes both fiction and non-fiction materials for all ages and 
interests. If you can’t find what you are looking for in our collection, we can usually 
borrow it for you from another New Hampshire public library. We have videos, audio 
cassettes, CD’s, records, audio books, large print books, games, puzzles, puppets, and a 
map collection. We have a wide variety of magazines and two newspapers. There is also 
a television with cable, a VCR, and a copier for public use. The library receives many 
very generous donations of materials from area residents. This helps stretch our budget 
tremendously and we would again like to express our thanks to these donors for their 
thoughtfulness and generosity. 


We are very fortunate here in Wentworth to have a group of very enthusiastic library 
volunteers. They collectively put in many hours this year sorting books for the book sale 
on Market Day, processing books, filing cards, and helping present programs to the 
public. Their generous donations of time and effort add greatly to our effectiveness as a 
public library. While many of our tasks we need to perform to run a library are not 
exactly glamorous, they are all important. We really appreciate their help and look 
forward to working together in the future. 


During 1995, 2,397 visits were made to the library. 5,910 items were circulated. 
These included 2,261 items from our general collection, 2,692 from our children’s 
collection, and 957 audio-visual materials. We borrowed 103 books from other libraries 
and lent out 49. 


We added 376 new items to our collection in 1995. These included 147 to our general 
collection, 95 to our children’s collection, and 134 audio-visual materials. 294 items 


were purchased from town appropriations and 82 were gifts.

Library Trustees Report 
1995 


It was with deep regret that the Trustees received the resignation of Trustee Lorraine 
Murphy during early Fall 1995. Lorraine had served as Library Trustee, and as Treasurer 
since 1984. Her resignation at this time was due to illness within her family. We cannot 
adequately express our appreciation for Lorraine’s many hours of laboring for the 
interest of the library both as Trustee and as Treasurer during the nearly twelve years that 
she served. The Selectmen have appointed Mrs. Nancy Masterson to serve as Library 
Trustee for the remainder of Lorraine’s term and we welcome her aboard. 


For the seventh consecutive year the Library has received a $1,000 contribution from 
Thelma (Gove) Jordan and the double matching ($2,000) contribution from her former 
employer - The Readers Digest Foundation. On behalf of the library staff and the 
townspeople we, the Library Trustees, wish to publicly express our sincere appreciation 
to Thelma both for her personal contributions and for making the contributions from the 
Readers Digest Foundation possible. 


During the year 1995 we expended $1,038.00 of the Jordan-Readers Digest 
contributions for the cleaning and painting of the exterior of the library. We also 
expended $400 from this fund for the acquisition of a used photocopier as replacement of 
an old one previously donated to the library. The one donated several years ago served 
the library well until early this year when it failed and could not be repaired. 


We are currently faced with the dilemma of repairing or replacing the existing leaded 
pane windows throughout the library and the repair of some of the window casings. 
These old leaded window panes add to the beauty of the library building but may not be 
repairable for lack of craftsmen and of the extremely high costs associated with this type 
of repair from our experiences in obtaining some repairs a few years ago. We must 
therefore consider the possibility of replacement rather than repairs. The Trustees would 
appreciate comments from the townspeople relative to replacement versus repair. We 
will have to reach a decision by early summer. The costs of either repair, if possible and 
economical, or replacement will be funded from the contributions that we have received 
from Thelma and the Readers Digest Foundation. 


We take this opportunity to publicly express our appreciation to Jane Whittall and to 
Francis Muzzey for their many hours of labor in preparing the photo scrapbooks for the 
library and for the cases for storage of same. These photo books will not be allowed out 
of the library but are always available within the library. 


The Trustees take this opportunity also to thank all of those who have contributed in 
any way to the library during the past year. We sincerely appreciate their involvement.

MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 
1995 REPORT 


The past year at the Mount Mooselaukee Health Center has offered some 
important changes and new challenges. In spite of these challenges, the Center 
Staff, Board and many Volunteers are continuing the important effort to sustain a 
comprehensive health care facility offering a broad range of medical and social 
services for all people in our community, regardless of family income or health 
insurance Status. 


Dr. Richard Covington joined the Health Center as Medical Director in October 
1995. We are all very pleased to have Dr. Covington with us and appreciate the 
caring attention he gives to each of our patients. Dr. Covington is a Family Practice 
Physician and is board certified through the American Academy of Family Practice. 
His particular professional interests include the care of diabetes, hypertension, 
arthritis, and pediatrics. Dr. Covington also shares after-hours and weekend call 
with the other Family Practice physicians on staff at Speare Memorial Hospital, 
thus providing our patients with 24-hour, 7 day per week physician coverage. 


Dr. Covington joins our professional team which includes Tim Cox, ARNP, a 
Family Nurse Practitioner who specializes in Geriatrics; Jamie O’Connor, ARNP, 
CNM, who provides prenatal and other women’s health care; and Jessica 
Thibodeau, ARNP, who provides a broad range of adult and adolescent health care. 
The family practice currently sees patients by appointment Monday through Friday 
from 8:30 until 5:00, except Tuesday and Thursday when the Center offers early 
evening appointments until 6:00. In addition to the family practice, other Center 
services include women’s health and prenatal services on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays; Well Child Care including dental services; Women, Infants and 
Children Nutrition program; a diabetes support group; an emergency food pantry; a 
car seat program; family support services; volunteer outreach to the homebound; 
and special preventive clinics for hypertension, foot care, cancer screening, and 
adult immunizations. The Health Center has also recently arranged with White 
Mountain Health Services to have a counselor, Heather Larkin, available at the 
Center for scheduled counseling sessions. 


During 1995, the Mount Mooselaukee Health Center provided over 3,100 
medical visits including 2,627 visits to residents of Warren, Wentworth, Rumney, 
Glencliff, and Pike. In addition, 21 women who received prenatal care at the Center 
delivered babies in 1995. The Health Center provided preventive health care 
including free immunizations, lad screening, and subsidized dental services for over 
70 children, free cancer screening exams for more than 60 women and flu shots to 
240 people. Over 75 families utilized the WIC program and more than 40 families 
used the food pantry or supplemental food distribution program. The health center 
has continued our policy of offering discounted fees to uninsured individuals and 
families with limited incomes. We also accept assignment on Medicare benefits 
including waiving the annual deductible for Medicare beneficiaries.

1995 REPORT 


The past year at the Mount Mooselaukee Health Center has offered some 
important changes and new challenges. In spite of these challenges, the Center 
Staff, Board and many Volunteers are continuing the important effort to sustain a 
comprehensive health care facility offering a broad range of medical and social 
services for all people in our community, regardless of family income or health 
insurance Status. 


Dr. Richard Covington joined the Health Center as Medical Director in October 
1995. We are all very pleased to have Dr. Covington with us and appreciate the 
caring attention he gives to each of our patients. Dr. Covington is a Family Practice 
Physician and is board certified through the American Academy of Family Practice. 
His particular professional interests include the care of diabetes, hypertension, 
arthritis, and pediatrics. Dr. Covington also shares after-hours and weekend call 
with the other Family Practice physicians on staff at Speare Memorial Hospital, 
thus providing our patients with 24-hour, 7 day per week physician coverage. 


Dr. Covington joins our professional team which includes Tim Cox, ARNP, a 
Family Nurse Practitioner who specializes in Geriatrics; Jamie O’Connor, ARNP, 
CNM, who provides prenatal and other women’s health care; and Jessica 
Thibodeau, ARNP, who provides a broad range of adult and adolescent health care. 
The family practice currently sees patients by appointment Monday through Friday 
from 8:30 until 5:00, except Tuesday and Thursday when the Center offers early 
evening appointments until 6:00. In addition to the family practice, other Center 
services include women’s health and prenatal services on Wednesdays and 
Thursdays; Well Child Care including dental services; Women, Infants and 
Children Nutrition program; a diabetes support group; an emergency food pantry; a 
car seat program; family support services; volunteer outreach to the homebound; 
and special preventive clinics for hypertension, foot care, cancer screening, and 
adult immunizations. The Health Center has also recently arranged with White 
Mountain Health Services to have a counselor, Heather Larkin, available at the 
Center for scheduled counseling sessions.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ 
1995 ANNUAL REPORT 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners is pleased to present the following 
reports and financial statements. We hope they will increase your understanding of 
Grafton County’s finances and operations and assure citizens that their County. tax 
dollars have been expended wisely. 


During FY 1995, funds received exceeded the budget by $163,615.52 for a total of 
$14,981,914.52 in actual County revenues. This was primarily due to the receipt of 
Medicaid Proportionate Share Payment, given by the Federal Government to partially 
offset the cost of serving a disproportionate share of Medicaid recipients at the County 
Nursing Home. 


Actual expenditures totaled $14,598,041.22 which was $220,257.78 less than had | 
been budgeted. This includes $378,525 paid to the State of New Hampshire to enable the 
County to receive $757,050 in Medicaid Proportionate Share Payment, for a net receipt 
of $378,525 which was used by the County to start a Nursing Home Capital Reserve 
Account in the amount of $200,000 and the balance going to surplus to help reduce the 
amount to be raised by County taxes. Expenditures for Medical Referee, Dispatch 
Center, Grafton County Conservation District, and Outside Counsel were all a little 
overexpended based on what was budgeted, but all other County departments were well 
under their budgeted amounts. 


The bottom line for FY 1995 showed that revenues exceeded expenditures by 
$383,873.30 leaving the County in a sound financial position at the end of its fiscal year. 
The Commissioners feel extremely proud of this financial picture, which exemplifies 
good management by all County department heads, both elected and appointed. 


Grafton County experienced some major changes during FY 1995, some of which 
were the retirement of Douglas “Bum” Bigelow who served the County with forty-four 
years of dedicated, loyal service. The Commissioners would also like to take the 
opportunity to thank former Commissioner Betty Jo Taffe for her years of dedicated 
service to the citizens and employees of Grafton County. The Commissioners would also 
like to extend their thanks to Joanne Mann for doing an excellent job as Acting 
Administrator of the Nursing Home through November of 1994. At that time, Mr. John 
Will came on board as the Nursing Home Administrator, and we would like to welcome 
Mr. Will and inform you he has done a superb job thus far. Last but not least, we would 
like to welcome our newest Commissioner, Mr. Steve Panagoulis, Vice-Chairman, 
Grafton County Board of Commissioners, District 3. Commissioner Panagoulis brings a 
great deal of knowledge and sound judgement to the Board, and has shown those 
qualities since January, 1995. We feel Commissioner Panagoulis is a great asset to the 
citizens and employees of Grafton County. 


FY 1995 was another busy year for the Department of Corrections. Admissions were 


up, although inmate days decreased slightly. The Electronic Monitoring Program 
continues to grow, and appears to be an excellent form of alternative sentencing, and 
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now has expanded to include the Drug Freedom Program which is funded through a 
grant from the Attorney General’s Office. Superintendent Bird continues utilizing many 
volunteers for a number of in-house programs. 


The Grafton County Nursing Home has seen changes during the past year in the 
following areas: computer hardware upgrade, and adding a new part-time dietary aide to 
help serve meals. In May, Cheryl Ridley, RN, became our new Director of Nursing, our 
census continues to grow, and our Staff Development Coordinator has implemented a 
“Quality Assurance” program in-house. 


The Commissioners are extremely proud of the Whole Village Family Resource 
Center project, which continues on track, and hopefully will be completed by the end of 
the next fiscal year. We are certain it will benefit many citizens and their Piglets in 
Southeastern Grafton County. 


All other County departments were extremely busy during FY 1995. The County 
Treasurer did an excellent job investing County funds, and exceeded the budgeted 
interest revenue figure by $55,177.78. The new County Attorney has done an excellent 
job in his office, and the number of backlog cases has been reduced drastically. Our 
Sheriff’s Department and Dispatch Center continue to increase with activity, and remain 
as effective and efficient as always. Carol Elliott, Register of Deeds, and her staff also 
continue to be overwhelmed with work, and continue to do an excellent job and to 
generate a great deal of revenue for the County and the State of New Hampshire. 


For FY 1995, the Commissioners concluded with preparation of the FY 1996 County 
Budget, which was adopted by the County Legislative Delegation in late June. 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners holds regular weekly meetings at the 
County Administration Building on Route 10 just north of the County Courthouse in 
North Haverhill, with periodic tours of the Nursing Home, Department of Corrections, 
County Farm, and Courthouse. The Commissioners also attend monthly meetings of the 
Grafton County Executive Committee. All meetings are public, with interested citizens 
and members of the press encouraged to attend. Call the Commissioners’ Office at 787- 
6941 to confirm date, time and schedule. 


In closing, we wish to express our appreciation to all staff members, elected officials, 
other agency personnel, and the public for their efforts in serving the citizens of Grafton 
County.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
1995 ANNUAL REPORT 


This last year has been a year of great growth for the Council. The high point of the 
year came with North Country Council’s move to the new regional resource center on 
November 1. The center will provide expanded information, data and resources. It will 
bring together under one roof, public technical assistance providers, businesses and non- 
profits for regional advocacy and partnership. The new center, located at the Rocks 
Estate in Bethlehem, offers conference facilities, electronic network connections and 
technical assistance. 


It has also been a very productive year for the regional transportation planning 
program. We have undertaken a scenic byway project in the Connecticut River Valley 
involving 13 towns, and will in the near future expand this effort to the remaining 38 
towns in the region. We have also completed a list of projects to be included in the state 
ten-year highway plan. We have completed the North Country program for 
transportation enhancement funding and have been active in transportation projects at the 
local and regional level. 


We have had a successful public works development program this year. Littleton’s 
industrial development project and Conway’s sewer project are underway. We have 
started the work to fund a sewer expansion project in Haverhill and a water development 
project in Berlin. The total of these 4 projects exceeds $6.5 million. In addition, we have 
provided detailed engineering assistance and leadership on 16 additional projects across 
the region totaling $10 million. 


The Council hosted the third annual Ingenuity Fair which exhibited the manufacturing 
and business creativity of the North Country to 10,000 visitors. We also conducted our 
fourth annual business survey of the 3000+ businesses in the region. We have been 
working on the development of a regional commercial kitchen with the town of 
Lancaster and the state Rural Development Council. We also have updated the NCC 
industrial marketing video with support and assistance from DRED and Fleet Bank. 


The Council continues to be actively involved in telecommunications, from a 
legislative and coordinative role. In addition, we have been participating in a variety of 
statewide forums to make sure our telecommunication needs as a region are being heard. 


Recognizing that adequate and affordable health care is an essential component of the 
region’s economic infrastructure, the Council is committed to supporting and facilitating 
regional efforts to improve the coordination and delivery of health care services. Our 
involvement has been prompted by our work with CHOICE, Inc., a non-profit education 
and cost containment organization that is affiliated with the NHMA. In that same period 
of time, we’ve been meeting with local health care providers to get their views on the 
region’s health care practices, problems, and potential solutions. 


On the solid waste front, the Council is providing solid waste technical assistance to 
all member towns on solid waste and recycling issues. 
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We have continued our commitment to community planning assistance. We have 
provided 4 training sessions in the region for local planning boards. We have also 
provided project assistance to 17 towns on local land use, planning and design issues and 
have worked with virtually every town in the region to answer short-term planning 
questions. 


North Country Council is participating in a national demonstration highway planning 
corridor project with three other regional planning commissions along Route 16 under 
the auspices of the NH Department of Transportation. Our segment of this project 
involves approximately 90 miles of Route 16 beginning at the southern end of the Mt. 
Washington Valley and ending in Wentworth Location. The project involves an intensive 
land use and transportation assessment and will be both GIS and data base formatted. 
The public participation process has been designed to involve all the communities along 
the corridor to develop innovative land use and traffic management recommendations. 


This coming year promises to build on the progress of 1995. We will see the growth 
and development of the regional center, the establishment of a business resource library 
and a community design center in cooperation with several major universities. On behalf 
of the Board of Directors of NCC, we thank you for your involvement in the Council and 
we look forward to serving you in 1996.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, Non-Permit 
fires not properly extinguished and Smoking Materials. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law, and the other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a 
year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This 


also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

The 
State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 contract aircraft 
patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid the quick response from the 
local fire departments.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
1995 ANNUAL REPORT 


The representatives of the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District voted early in 1995 to 
offer any interested member towns the services of the district’s coordinator to apply for a 
new waste oil collection grant being offered by the State of New Hampshire Department 
of Environmental Services. As a result of applications written on behalf of the towns, 
Wentworth and Rumney were each awarded $1,400 for improvements to their waste oil 
collection programs and the Campton/Thornton/Ellsworth facility was awarded $1,500 to 
help cover the cost of a previously purchased waste oil fired furnace which heats the 
recycling building. The district will continue to offer this service to any member town 
desiring to apply for these funds. 


We tried a new Northeast Resource Recovery Association (NRRA) program allowing 
for the collection of oil-based and latex paints for recycling at permitted solid waste 
facilities and, after a slow start due to unresolved regulatory issues, had on-going paint 
collections in four of the eleven member towns. Facility operators liked the program and 
district committee members decided to continue it for the 1996 collection season. Paint 
recycling will be available in several district towns from May through September of 
1996. Residents should check at their local solid waste facility to determine where the 
nearest paint recycling collection is and what requirements are associated with those 
collections. 


In addition to the paint recycling program, the district also sponsored another one-day 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection in October. In an attempt to reach new users of 
this program, the collections were held at the Rumney and Campton/Thornton facilities 
this year. And as we expected, many of the participants were first-time attendees from 
these towns. After considerable discussion, it was decided by the district committee that 
the next one-day collection will be held in 1997, with only paint recycling being offered 
in the interim. This will save the district and towns some money and still address the one 
material that we see the greatest volume of at the annual collections. As in previous 
years, the district applied for and was awarded just over $4,000.00 in grant money from 
the State of New Hampshire for the HHW collection. 


Other programs that the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District looked into in 1995 were an 
asphalt shingle recycling program and construction land demolition debris recycling. We 
continue to look for ways to assist all the district towns in safe and cost-effective 
methods of handling of their recyclable materials and transporting and disposing of their 
solid waste. 


District meetings are held regularly, with notices going to each town office at least a 
week in advance of the meetings and all interested parties are welcome to attend. 
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THE TASK FORCE AGAINST 
DOMESTIC AND SEXUAL VIOLENCE 


On behalf of the Task Force Against Domestic & Sexual Violence, I would like to 
thank you for your past support. During 1995, your contribution helped our presen 
to continue to provide the following support services: 

¢ 24 hour crisis line staffed by trained volunteers. 

* Confidential emergency shelter, food and transportation. 

¢ Support groups for domestic violence survivors. 


¢ Hospital and police accompaniment. Court and social service advocacy. 


¢ Community education programs for schools, civic organizations, etc. Training 
programs for volunteers, law enforcement, and other professionals. 


* Child support groups to help children learn creative, non-violent conflict resolution 
skills and to increase self-esteem. 


¢ Parenting skills group to provide parents with effective, non-violent discipline 
techniques. (A new service which may charge a nominal fee.) 


¢ Peer education program in area high schools, covering domestic violence and 
building healthy relationships. 


¢ All services are provided free of charge. 

In fiscal year 1995, 364 clients were served by the Task Force. This includes 20 
women and 27 children that were housed at the Task Force shelter. The Child Advocacy 
Program served 70 children, 32 women, 4 men and 90 adolescents (peer education). 

This year we are requesting $500 from the town of Wentworth to further support our 
services to both adult and child victims of domestic and sexual violence. The amount 
requested is based on town population from the 1990 census.

PEMI-BAKER YOUTH AND FAMILY SERVICES COUNCIL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


On behalf of the Pemi-Baker Youth & Family Services Council, Inc. (PBYFSC), I 
would like to thank you for allowing us the opportunity to request funding from your 
town for FY 1996. 


Your town contributed $408.00 for 1995 and, in order to fairly reflect each town’s 
population and the utility of our programs, we ask that you consider contributing the 
same for FY 1996. 


As you may be aware of, we work with eighteen surrounding towns and ask for funds 
from each of them to help support the four main programs we offer. Our other funding 
sources look for us to have considerable community support for these projects, which is 
why we are asking for your assistance. These sources include state and federal grants, 
some county funding, as well as private and foundation contributions. The major 
programs we operate are: 


1. Juvenile Court Diversion -- a program for first-time juvenile offenders which 
holds them highly accountable to themselves and their communities without 
incurring the expenses of going to court. The program is almost entirely comprised 
of concerned volunteers and couples community service with different forms of 
education to help get kids back on track. Referrals come either directly from your 
police department or through the court. 


Court Diversion worked with forty (40) youths and their families in the past twelve 
(12) months. These numbers have been increasing over time by ten (10) to fifteen 
(15) percent each year. We are continually compiling data to track the recidivism 
of participants and have shown this intervention to have both short- and long-term 
positive effects. 


2. The Challenge Course -- an early intervention program designed to offer 
participants honest information and to promote safe and open discussions about the 
use of tobacco, alcohol and other drugs (TAOD’s). This course also addresses 
other high-risk behaviors and stresses self-assessment of each participants’ 
relationship with TAOD’s. Including the Middle School Challenge, nearly 100 
students took the Challenge in 1994-5. 


3. Information and Referral -- provides residents of our cachement area with a 
direct resource for information about the region’s human services agencies and the 
programs they offer. Over 160 people from around the county utilized this service 
in 1994. This is up slightly from 150 in 1993. A Guide to Community Resources is 
published and distributed to dozens of agencies by this office. This comprehensive 
guide makes, not only our but, these other agencies’ referral capability both more 
effective and consistent. 


4. T.I.M.E. - Host Homes -- developed out of a community-wide concern for youths 
who were homeless, we, in collaboration with state and local energies, administer a 
short-term respite program to area youths and their families. Host Families are 
trained by the Foster Care Program and open their homes, with only little 
reimbursement for groceries, to youths who might otherwise run away and become 
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homeless. The Youth & Family Mediation Program, free of charge, works with the 
entire family during this time to establish better lines of communication to help 
ensure a more healthy and successful transition back into the home. 


We also work as part of the Southern Grafton Services Team (Wrap-Around), are 
involved in the Annual Conference for Parents (attended by over 600 people in 1995) 
and coordinate the Middle School Challenge Course. This agency also works with the 
UNH Cooperative Extension to co-write the Families First articles in the Record 


Enterprise. 


PBYFSC is opening a satellite office in Bristol and, as one of my duties as the new 
Director, we will be opening another office in Lincoln in the coming year to help better 
serve that area. Additional staffing, particularly the use of additional volunteers and 
interns, will help us greatly in these endeavors. (This writer is currently the only 
employee of this agency.) 


As part of a six-month plan, PBYFSC will be designing and implementing programs 
to help work with the recent changes to juvenile laws in New Hampshire. 


¢ By working closely with your police department and schools, we are developing a 
tobacco education program. This will provide youths with honest information and 
honest community service. Both elements are obviously invaluable. 


* We will also be addressing a part of human services that has been largely missing -- 
working more closely with parents to provide them with information on tobacco, 
alcohol and other drugs. So often, we just expect that parents will know everything 
about these subjects. The truth is something very different. 


Finally, with a greater ease, we are now able to provide better data about the 
outcomes of our involvement with area youths and their families. Our agency has 
expanded our ability to track the behavioral changes of our programs’ participants. It is 
essential that we all know what is working. At the same time, we are adding a layer of 
accountability to youths when they know that we’ll be checking up on them periodically. 


We ask that if you will be considering our request as an item at your town meeting or 
at a separate meeting and would like us to be present, that you let us know when such a 
meeting will be held. We will do our best to attend, but may be unable if we have already 
been asked to be present at another'town’s meeting at the same time. Regardless, please 
contact me should you have any questions land I will be happy to speak with you.

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ROAD ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 1995 


1995 was a very busy year for the Road Agent, the committee and the Selectmen. 
Richard Blodgett was appointed to Road Agent to fill out the term for the elected 
position which became vacant early in the year. In 1996 the appointment for Road Agent 
will be for a three year term. The committee met several times throughout the year and 
discussed various issues. One of which was the purchase of a new town backhoe, a vital 
piece of equipment to the maintenance of our town roads. The decision was made to 
lease-purchase the backhoe we now have, out of the road budget, which would not affect 
the tax rate. The lease-purchase is a considerable savings to the town. 


Another issue discussed was the building of a new highway garage to house the 
equipment we now have. The site beside the town’s transfer station is hoped to be ready 
for a building in 1997. The winter sand for the roads was screened out of this site. There 
is estimated to be enough sand for 3 winters before the town will have to purchase sand 
again. 


The town’s gravel roads were also discussed. The goal is to start putting crushed 
gravel back onto the dirt roads. This would reduce maintenance cost in the future. 


The bridge over Pond Brook on Ellsworth Hill was completely rebuilt and was done 
as quickly as possible. We would like to thank the residents on Ellsworth Hill for their 
cooperation during the project. The new Rowentown Bridge was also completed this last 
Fall. The Nichols Hill bridge off from Rte. 25A is the next project for ‘96. The 
abutments on this bridge are in good shape. It does need new steel I-beams and decking. 
The Dufore bridge also needs to be redecked. The committee recommends that the 
redecking of these bridges be done with pressure treated materials. Maintenance is the 
key to keeping our bridges safe and long-lasting. 


Another issue discussed was Red Oak Hill Road. The pavement that is left should be 
removed, the road regraveled and then repaved. 


We sincerely appreciate the effort put in by the Road Agent in the past year. He has 
done a great job!

PRINCIPAD’S REPORT 


Enrollment at the Wentworth Elementary School during the 1995/1996 school year is 
92. The students population has increased by 6 students from the 19914/1995 school year. 
Grade distribution of students is as follows: 


Grade 1-13 Grade2- 13 Grade 3 - 10 Grade 4 - 13 
Grade 5-11 Grade6-12 Grade 7 - 8 Grade 8 - 15 


Grades 1 and 2 are taught by Mrs. Paula Houde, a fourth year teacher. Grades 3 and 4 
are taught by Ms. Julia Robinson, who is in her sixth year at W.E.S. Grades 5 - 8 
Language Arts and Social Studies are taught by Mr. Daniel Kenney, who is in his second 
year at W.E.S. Grades 5 - 8 Mathematics and Science are taught by Ms. Dianne 
Klabechek, who is in heer first year at W.E.S. Teaching Principal, Don Weisburger, is 
the Physical Education Instructor for grades 1 through 8. 


Mrs. Tamara Graham skillfully teaches our Music Education program. The number of 
students participating in the instrumental program has steadily increased. We now have 
students playing the violin, piano, drums, trumpet and saxophone. 


Mrs. Miriam Freeman is the Special Education Coordinator at W.E.S. She addresses 
the needs of students through Individual Education Plans (IEP). Mrs. Freeman works in 
unison with the classroom teachers and special education aides to provide an appropriate 
education plan for students. 


Ms. Beth Zelenak coordinates the Reading Recovery Program at W.E.S. It is a 
reading and writing program for 1st and 2nd grade students who need more support in 
these areas. It is an early intervention program that effectively addresses students needs. 


Ms. Dana Buck creatively teaches Art Education. Students have produced quality 
artwork and projects throughout the year. They look forward to and enjoy our art 
program. 


Our support staff is very strong once again this year. Mrs. Cynthia Schoenfeld is our 
talented school secretary; Mrs. Karen Nystrom, Mrs. Bonnie Roberts, and Ms. Wanda 
Adams are our outstanding classroom special education aids; Mrs. Kathy Evans and Mrs. 
Lorainne Gove preside over our fine school lunch program; Mr. Richard Young is our 
custodian and keeps our school building in tip-top shape; and Lory Grimes addresses our 
health needs as school nurse. Thank you all! 


Leslie Backstrom gives us her time to coordinate our strong group of library 
volunteers. 


Computers have become an important part of the learning process at W.E.S. The 
students now have access to 41 computers. Students are taking keyboarding, and are 
utilizing the computers for invaluable learning opportunities. Wentworth ranks third in 
the state in computer to students ratio. We have 1 computer for every 2.2 students. 
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The school-wide project: A study of Colonial Wentworth was quite an undertaking. 
The idea of studying the history of Wentworth and connecting our students to their roots 
was educationally sound. Students immersed themselves in the history, technology, 
industry, economy, architecture, art, and the culture of their town. 


On the night of November 21st, the gymnasium was packed, as 300 people celebrated 
the town of Wentworth. Students dressed in outfits of the 1800’s, cooked and shared 


food, and used machines of the time period. 


The staff and I would like to thank the community for all their help and support with 
the Wentworth Project. Because of your time and effort it was a success. 


This is my third year at W.E.S. I am very proud to be associated with such a fine 
institute of learning. Thank you for all you have done for our students and our school.

It is with pleasure that I respectfully submit my 3rd annual report as superintendent of 
schools.

This has been an exciting year for our schools. Wentworth students participated in a 
community-wide history of Wentworth project which was well received. In addition, the 
school has one of the best computer to student ratios in the state. 


Thornton was recognized by the New Hampshire Partners in Education for its programs 
sponsored by the police department and for its volunteer program. Great strides have also 
been made in the area of community communication through the Bridges school and 
community publication. 


Waterville Valley is maintaining an excellent educational program with strong 
community support. Small classes and individual attention are hallmarks of the school’s 
quality. 


Rumney received a grant written by Gail Poitrast which will provide teacher training in 
science. In addition, a student recognition program has become an integral part of the 
school. The artist-in-residence program provided an excellent tile wall hanging depicting 
the community. 7 


Plymouth also received recognition by the New Hampshire Partners in Education for its 
volunteer reading program. Student training and education in computer use, the 
automated media center, and networking are becoming integral parts of the everyday 
program. 


Plymouth Regional High School is making significant efforts to increase 
communications with parents through the Principal’s Advisory Committee and the 
School Community Council. Our high school athletes also received the New Hampshire 
Interscholastic Athletic Association’s Sportsmanship award. This speaks highly of our 
students. Post secondary placement of our students is running at an all time high. 


Campton has experienced a wonderfully smooth year thanks to the efforts of two 
administrators who are student centered and responsive to parents. The building is neat 
and clean, students are well behaved, and there is an atmosphere of learning. If you 
haven’t been in recently, please visit. 


Holderness continues its commitment to small classes and quality instruction. Its new 
addition has provided badly needed space. The building is a far more effective place to 
learn in. 


The Pemi-Baker Regional School Board has authorized the administration to hold a day 
and a half work session in June to determine the mission and goals of the high school. 
This will involve a large number of parents and other community members in an effort to 
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provide a focus for Plymouth Regional High School’s primary purposes. This activity 
will be done through a consensus building process. The effort will be organized by the 
School Community Council (made up of community members and staff) which is a 
collaborative decision making group that works with the high school principal and board 
to bring about productive change to improve the high school as our students enter the 
21st century. SCC members have identified three areas on which they will be focusing. 
The first is an effort to look at the structure of the school day for students including the 
bell schedule and length of classes. They have also identified the raising of academic 
standards and expectations as an area worthy of attention. The third area is the 
school/community session noted above. 


The need to improve the high school is crucial in that the future is approaching rapidly 
with dramatic change on nearly a day to day basis. In 1955 only 50% of the student body 
graduated from high school. Today we no longer have the luxury of having the high 
school be a sorting system with half our students winning and half our students losing. 
All of our students need to win. 


As noted last year, two of our schools are struggling with space needs. One is the high 
school and the other is Thornton. We believe that Thornton’s space needs can be 
resolved through a small addition which will be addressed through a bond issue at this 
year’s district meeting. The high school board has approved the formation of a space 
needs committee, which will consist of board members, community members, as well as 
staff and student representatives. It is hoped that this group can come forward with 
recommendations at next year’s district meeting. 


The schools of SAU #48 have a technology plan which recommends 1% of the annual 
budget be devoted to technology each year. Although this is not always feasible because 
of budgetary needs in other areas, it is given consideration annually. All of our students 
need to be proficient in terms of their familiarity with computers, word processors, 
spreadsheets, data bases, simulations, information retrieval and other areas of technology 
in order to succeed in the future. To achieve this goal access to technology is critical. As 
long as there is a disparity, the gap between highly skilled, well paid employees and less 
skilled, poorly paid workers will widen. It is our goal to ensure that our students are not 
denied jobs due to a lack of proficiency in this area. 


The SAU, in conjunction with each building’s administration, is presently developing a 
plan for the continuing improvement of instruction as measured by achievement., Each 
school will have a group of parents and community members working with the principal 
and teachers to identify areas for improvement each school year. Areas will then be 
reviewed and approved by the local school board. Parent involvement in the schools is an 
essential component to successful student learning. We feel it is necessary to provide a 
structure to ensure that involvement. 


My sincerest appreciation is extended to each board member, parent, community 
member, teacher, support staff member and administrator. Many have provided support, 
counsel and numerous contributions. Our schools are indeed fortunate to have so many 
community members and educators committed to providing the best possible education 
for all of our children.
